U. 5. REVIEW

The Mother’s Day stamps have just 
been received and, in our opinion, are 
very fine. However, we fail to com- 
prehend any satisfactory reason for 
issuing them both flat and rotary 
press. The latter method is supposed 
to be less expensive and faster on 
large runs so why both ways? Col- 
lectors would rather see two different 
designs. 

Collectors of United States stamps 
have recently been inquiring why 
prices seem to have taken a sudden 
spurt recently. General business con- 
ditions in other lines seem to make 
this rise appear unwarranted. How- 
ever, the fact is overlooked that, with 
stamps, when the supply is once ex- 
hausted there can be no more, whereas 
any manufactured article can be 
readily replaced. During the past few 
years, in spite of the depression, there 
has been a constant and slowly in- 
creasing demand for U. S. stamps. 
We have heard time and again that 
any sudden increase in demand would 
wipe out available supplies and such 
has been the case. Even good copies 
have increased in price while prac- 
tically every dealer now demands a 
premium of from 20 to 50 percent 
over list for fine copies. 

With all due respects to Scott’s 
Catalogue it is so far behind the 
market that it can no longer be con- 
sidered in judging values. It is pre- 
pared months before it is issued and is 
now almost time for a new one. Cur- 
rent prices in many cases exceed full 
catalogue although it may have been 
approximately correct at the time it 
was issued. Prices most certainly will 
not go down even from today’s high 
point and the new catalogue must 
surely aim to discount next winter’s 
market or it will be obsolete as soon 
as it is issued. The best guide to the 
current market is a current price list 
such as many dealers publish. Sev- 
eral have issued new editions recently 
which every U. S. collector should 
have. 


Your question regarding any phase 
of U. S. collecting will be welcomed.

Five Million Stamp 
Collectors 


In a recent survey of leisure time 
activities, prompted by the drastic 
changes in industrial life that have 
swept over the country, the National 
Recreation Association has obtained 
some figures which are most interest- 
ing to those of us who see so much of 
value in philately. As in all surveys 
which cover only a small group the re- 
sults are not necessarily indicative of 
conditions throughout the nation but 
they provide food for speculation. 


The association checked 5,000 ques- 
tionnaires that were answered by the 
residents of some twenty-nine com- 
munities among which were Boston, 
Newark, Worcester, Irvington, N. J., 
Ossining, N. Y., Milburn, N. J., and 
Durham, N. C. In the list of hobbies 
stamp collecting was eighty-seventh 
and but ninety-four hobbies were list- 
ed. Of the 5,000 men and women in- 
terviewed, 363 were “occasional” col- 
lectors; 148 were active collectors.

UNITED STATES—Federal Migratory-Bird 
Stamp. Under the Migratory-Bird Conserva- 
tion Act, which becomes a law June 16th, no 
person shall take any migratory water fowl 
unless at the time of taking he carries an un- 
expired Federal migratory-bird hunting stamp. 
This stamp will be prepared and sold for $1.00 
at county seat postoffices and all other post- 
offices in communities of more than 2500 
population. At the time of purchase the stamp 
must be affixed adhesively to game license is- 
sued to applicant under the state law. In 
states which have no hunting license laws 
the Postmaster will issue a hunting certificate 
with the new stamp attached. The stamp will 
be issued for the term of one fiscal year and 
it cannot be used for postage.

The Mother's Day Stamp 


Last week we reported use of the 
Mother’s Day stamp as early as April 
25 and 27 from Indiana towns. Now 
comes a letter from J. W. Poynter 
of Winner, South Dakota, reporting 
the stamp in use in that part of the 
country as early as April 26 both 
for letter mail and on parcels. 

Collectors naturally wonder what 
value can be attached to early use of 
such stamps. 

Doubtless in the future there will 
be some collectors who will pay a pre- 
mium for such covers but only in in- 
stances where they can be satisfied 
that the stamps were actually used on 
those early dates for be it known, 
there is no reason why a friendly 
postmaster could not cancel one of 
these stamps for you with a date the 
day the stamps were printed or even 
earlier if he chose to do so. 

It would therefore seem that the 
best plan for cover collectors is to 
confine their collection of such stamps 
to recognized Fisrt Day covers from 
cities authorized to use the stamps 
on first day and disregard the others 
which may be spurious.

Geo. M. Hale of New Haven, Conn., 
submits very promptly the first 
MOTHER’S DAY precancel. It is 
from Pawtucket, R. I., reading up in 
U-121 type. The odd size of these 
stamps will not permit a very neat 
looking precancel as there will always 
be a portion of another imprint on the 
stamp somewhere unless a_ special 
plate is used. 


First it was the BEE, then the 
Scorpion and Hornet and now we 
have the old “MISSOURI MULE”, a 
mimeographed precancel sheet put out 
for the edification of collectors of the 
state of MISSOURI, published and 
distributed by Walt Black of Kansas 
City. 


Paul J. Young sends in a MARY- 
LAND precancel from the home town, 
Norristown, Pa., the stamp reads 
down and is in U-86 type. I have also 
come across some items from Eas- 
ton, Pa., in U-122. An NRA and 6c 
ord. among others. E. J. Merton of 
Akron, Ohio, shows me a Ic C. of P. 
from Elyria, Ohio, in U-122 up. 


And from Emil Jahnke of Flint, 
Mich., comes an impression from that 
fancy old plate used at LANSING, 
MICH., in the early days of precancel- 
ling. The impression shows but 75 
subjects, 4 of the plate is missing, 
but at that there is enough there to 
give you a good idea how it looked. 
The imprint as some of you know 
shows a railroad map with Lansing 
marked with a star showing it is the 
capitol and all roads leading to it. 
Lansing at the top and Mich. at the 
bottom in about as bold letters as 
could be used caused several of the 
nearby cities to complain that Lan- 
sing was getting undue advertising 
and attention from the use of such a

fancy cancellation on its precancelled 
stamps. Whether this was the cause 
of the plate being discontinued from 
use or not I do not know, but it is 
certain that the plate was far from 
being dilapidated when it was laid 
to rest. Mr. Jahnke shows me a copy 
of the 2c 1903 in this type inverted 
and unlisted. This was the very first 
sheet precancelled by this plate and 
the printer besides getting the sheet 
in the press upside down, got the 
sheet all smeared up with ink too, so 
the P. M. pays for this sheet himself 
and takes it out of the lot and keeps 
it, for it would never do to have Lan- 
sing, Mich., traveling about the coun- 
try upside down. Anyhow the good 
P. M. by this act saved for posterity 
a hundred copies of a fine old classic.
